Late Losses Aloiiff tLo Lower Fraser 
—The Waters at Last fieced- 
iuff Slowly. 

Ottawa, via Seattle, June 0— (Special) — 
la the House of Comroona this afternoon 
Mr. Corbould called attention to the disas 
tor that had overtaken tho Bottlers along 
tho Fraser river. Ho felt (|uito sure, ho 
anid, that every member had road tlie ac- 
counts of tho Hood with Borrow. Tho tlis- 
triot in question was one of tho most llouriah- 
ing farming aeotiona— perhaps the garden of 
British Columbia — where 2,000 families had 
happy homes, and now everything that they 
posBoesod lius been swept away by this vast 
sheet of water. Many lives had bcon lost 
— it was impoaeiblo at present to tell how 
many. A trail 70 miles long and 11^ miles 
wide had been swept by the great flood. 

If he was not mistakon, alter the great 
tiro that took place at St. John, N. U., a 
few years ago, the Government had granted 
a ooDsiderable sum of money for the relief of 
those who had lost their property. The 
same thing bad been done after the flood at 
t'ornvall, and be hoped, therefore, that the 
GoverBment would now oome to the relief 
of the settlera sn the Fraser river and grant 
a auffioient sum of money to provide for 
their immediate wants at any rate. 

Sir John Thompson believed the regrets 
voiced by Mr. Corbould were shared 
in by every member of tho House. 
ITo was sorry that to-day he 
was not in a position to give a definite 
answer to tho request for want of particulars 
aa to the amount of tho diatroaa. Ho pre- 
BUinod thot such information would be 
forthcoming in a few days, when tho Gov- 
ernment would bo in a position to take 
aomo action. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier said ho would like at 
tho same time to have tho Governniont con- 
eidor tho claims of tho sufferers from a 
similar disaster in Portnouf County, P. t^. 

The rioml IH Btuycd. 

Westminster, June 5. — (Special) —Tho 
water rose ono and a half inches above yee- 
terday's mark at high tide this mornini;, 
and moat people thought the river was atiil 
on the rise. At 9 o'clock the steamer 
Ritbet arrived down from Katz landing, 
brinj^ing the very welcome news that the 
water there had fallen alz inobes daring the 
twenty-four hoars ending at 6 o'clock this 
mornine, when the flood waa still reced- 
ing. Tao Impression prevails among old 
timers that the worst of the flood is over, 
and that by Saturday night the water will 
have fallen several feet. 

A spcoial from Yale at 3:20 this afternoon 
says the water baa fallen eighteen inches 
ainco yesterday noon and was etill falling. 
Late this afternoon 200 feet of the new 
South Arm bridge, between Hichmond and 
Vancouver, was curried away. 

Brodie's cannery, on Deas island, is likely 
to lie completely wrecked. Tho dyke aur- 
unding the island has given way and tho 
water haa waahed out a lot of piling, letting 
abuut fifty feet of one of the buildings into 
tho river. Nothing can be done to stop the 
damage. 

The Hooded condition of the streets in the 
West end last night proved a great incon- 
venience. Tho elcutrio power house waa 
visited by tho flood at 9 o'clock and tho 
light had to bo turned off. 

Luat night Government Agent Warwick 
received a dispatch asking that another 
steamer and scow bo sent to Mission at once 
to save cattle. The steamer Blonde was 
engaged and left for Mission at daylight 
this morning. The government now has 
three ateamera up river giving relief. 

Tlie C. 1' H. have oancoUed the sale of 
kets east and there is no expectation of 
trains arriving or departing for several days 
and perhaps longer. The road bed between 
Yale and Kamloops is reported to be in 
worse condition than ever, and serious 
washouts are said to have oooured at vari- 
ous points yesterday, stalling the two trains 
which left Katz landing on Saturday and 
Sunday. 

There will be a special meeting of the 
City Coanotl to-morrow eveaioi; to oonsider 
tho advisability of forming a relief commit- 

tco for tho sufferers by the flood. 

The IIcI|>ln!C Hand. 

Wki.i.inoto.n, Juno f) — (Special) — A meet- 
ing waa held in the Wellington hall thia 
evening for tho pnriiose of conaidering tho 
best manner of raising u relief fund in aid of 
the BufTorcrs on the Fraser. Mr. Alexander 
Sharp was elected chairman, Mr. John 
Matthews secretary, and Mr. Willian Rus- 
sell treasurer.

Freneli Radical.s Have No Coullilcuce 
in tlie Dnpuy Ministry— Costa 
Bica Elections. 



Snccessful Rfivolutioii in San Salvador 
— Earl Dutreriu's Dauffliter 
Married— Boyal Levee. 



LoNDOJf, JuiiO 5.— In the French chamber 
of deputies M. Goblet said the composition 

of the now ministry waa not in accordance 
with the express will of the chamber. 
M. M. Bourgnoiae and Briaaon stated that 
thoy were given a free band. To this M. 
Goblet replied that his party was not con- 
sulted in the formation of the cabinet. Tho 
radicals, he added, had no confidence in the 
ministry, ond tho Dupuy regime would, in 
tho opinion of tho speaker, result in a con- 
dition of affairs worse than monarohy. 
Finally M. Dupuy accepted M. Issambort's 
motion that the chamber had confidence the 
government would pursue a policy of radi- 
cal reform and defense. M. lasatnbert's 
motion was eventually adopted by a vote of 
.'^15 to 169. 

In the Hungarion unterhaus Dr. Wekerle, 
tho premier whoso reaignation is in tho 
hands of the Kmperor, announced that aa 
tho crown hod not fully accepted tho gov- 
ernment propoaitiona the ministry had re- 
signed. The Emperor, however, he added, 
hud not come to a final decision to accept 
tho resignations. Upon motion of Dr, 
Wekerle it was decided to suspend the sit- 
tings temporarily, in order that something 
more defjoite could be announced regarding 
the cabinet situation. The opinion gains 
ground that Dr. Wekerle will remain in 
office. 

The Panama Star-Herald has received the 
following dispatch from San Salvador : In 
a battle at Santa Ana on May 24, the Gov- 
ernment troops under Gen. Angelo Bzeta 
were defeated. Gen Ezeta and 600 soldiers 
were killed, and Gen, Bclanos was wounded. 
President Ezeta has resigned in favor of 
Carlos Bonilla, A counter-revolution is 
sure to break out, as Bonilla is not generoUy 
acceptable. Possibly Gen. Manuel Rivas 
moy become president. 

The revolurion in Salvador has been suc- 
cessful. The president has escaped and gone 
on board a German warship, all ready to 
loave LiberCad. The brother of the presi- 
dent has been dead three weeks, a fact 
which has been kept secret. 

The revolution in the Province of Man- 
darin, China, is greatly extending. Mounted 
banditti, armed with repeating rifles, have 
defeated tho Imperial troopa in every en- 
gagement and occupied several important 
positions, including the Sarsing araonal, in 
which 100, QUO rifles are stored. The situa- 
tion is eo alarming that Viceroy Li Hung 
Chang ib gathering a largo force to suppress 
tho rebellion. 

Private advices from Costa Rica announce 
that Rafael Igleaias has finally been elected 
president of the country, and that ho has 
appointed his cabinet and pardoned all the 
revolutioniels except two priests, who have 
been banished from tho country. 

The U S. Bteamor Sau Francisco haa ar- 
rived at Colon from fJluefjolds. Tho Nica- 
raguan troopa in charge there will retire if 
I'jogland doniands that thoy do so. Much 
dissatiafaction prevails. Tho San Francisco 
ia coaling there, preparatory to returning to 
Bluefiolds. 

Lady Victoria Blackwood, youogeBt 
daughter of Lord Dutl'orin, was married in 
Purls yesterday to Hon. William Leo 
Pluokett, eldest aon of Lord Plunkott, 
arehbiahop of Dublin, the latter officiating. 

Tho aiU'or coniniiaaiou at Berlin has con- 
cluded its labors without arriving at any 
decision. 

Tho Prince of Wales held a leveo on 
Monday at St. Jainea for the Queen. Tho 
oliicers of tho United States cruiser Chica- 
go were presented. 

Tho warship Baltimore haa sailed from 
Nagasaki, Japan, for Chemuipe, Corea, to 
took after American interests there, which 
have been reported as imperiled. 



Intlnililatlne miners. 
OsKALOOSA, Iowa, June 5, — Great excite- 
ment prevails here. The militia have been 
ordered to proceed to Evans. Six hundred 
armed strikers from tho mines are on tho 
march to roach there by daybreak. The 
Rock Island haa been notified by tho state 
proaideut of tho Minors' Union that tho 
road muat bo tied up and no nioro coal ship- 
ped.

Ottawa, June 5.— Sir John Thompson, 
Hon, Mr. Bowell, Sir Adolphe Caron and 
Hon Mr. Foster have been appointed Cana- 
dian delegates to tho Intercolonial Confer- 
enoo meetings, which are to bo held in pri- 
vate, except the first, which will convene in 
the Senate chamber. Tho Governor-General 
will deliver an address of welcome. 

Mr. Charlton's Sabbath observance bill 
was reached to-night. The promoters cut it 
down to two clauses, ono prohibiting tho 
sale of Sunday newspapers, the other closing 
tho canals. These were carried. The 
British Columbia members made a deter- 
mined fight. 

Sir John Thompson told Colonel Prior 
that tho Government hud no control over 
the Eeciuimalt works.

ORIENTAL ADTICES. 

Openingr of the Japanese Parliament— 
The Korean Difficulty Promi- 
nently Introdnced. 



Captain Ed. Shields Still Alive and 
Well — Other Eastern 
News 



The steamer Tacoma from Japan last 
evening brings word that the Imperial 
Parliament was formally opened by the 
Emperor on May IG, and that among the 
first notices placed on the order paper waa 
tho following in reference to the Korean 
assassination, signed by Mr. Suzuki Jubi, 
on behalf of the Liberal party in the Diet : 

" It is stated that Li Itsu Shoku and 
Hong Tjyong Ou, who murdered Kim Ok 
Kinn and attempted to murder Boku Yei 
Ko, had in their poasession a royal decree 
of the King of Korea ordering them to 
do so. Koreana have come to Japan on 
three separate oeeaalons with the view of 
murdering Kim and Boku, and all of them 
have been declared to be emissaries of the 
King of Korea. Not one of the would-be 
assassins had any personal enmity towards 
the Korean refugees. This suffices to prove 
that the Korean Governmeut was concerned 
in the plot to murder Kim and Boku. If 
so, the Korean Government muat be taken 
to have inflicted an insult upon tho Empire 
of Japan, and to have disturbed the peace 
and order of thia country. What steps do 
tho Government intend to talie lov.'irds the 
Korean Government in connection with 
these matters ! " 

Tho trouble which within the past few 
days has culminated in open declaration of 
rebellion in Korea — really tho outcome of 
tho Kim affair — was juat developing when 
tho Tacoma left Chinese porta, and writing 
under date of April 21, the Ningpo corres- 
pondent of one of the Shanghai papera said: 

"The latest in this section as regards the 
coming rebellion ia a lot of planards being 
distributed among tho people, purporting to 
have coma from ' The true Northern Em- 
peror,' who is commissioned of heaven to 
re-ealablish tho ' Ming dynasty.' The pla- 
CHrda begin by saying that the true 
'Northern Emperor' i» coming to re- 
establish the ' Ming dynasty ' and that 
nothing under tieaven can hinder or 
thwart him. It then calls upon the mer- 
chants, tradesmen, and farmers to continue 
i;u their occupations, and warns them under 
penalty ot death not to help the preaent 
Emperor, who ia a usurper, but to oontinne 
in their present oocupationa, and when the 
now dynasty is entabliahed they shall be 
most graciously remembered by his Im- 
perial Majesty. 

From the Advertiser it Is learned that: 
"Native papers report that on the 11th 
instant the wreck of a vessel and the dead 
body of a man were discovered on tho 
lieach at a place called Shikudori, near 
Muramatau-mura, Naka district, Ibaragi 
Prefecture. Tho wreck waa alnioat en- 
tirely buried in tho sand, only a portion of 
the stern being vieible, but from thia it 
was believed to bo a small sailing vossol 
of foreign build, probably a so called 
' poaching ' schooner. Tho dead body was 
that of a man of 5 feet 5 inches in height, 
and from the color of tho hair, which was 
red, it waa believed to be tho corpso of a 
foreigner. It was ao decomposed, however, 
that it would bo iinpoaaiblo to identify it. 
There were tattoo marks on tho back of tho 
left hand. The diacovery of tho body and 
the wreck haa been reported to tho Kana- 
gawa local government with a view to trac- 
ing, if poaaible, tlie identity of the voBSol." 

" Wo loaru," Buya tho Adverliaer also 
" that Capt. K. Shields of tho sealing 
Boboonor May Belle, who was lost from tho 
vessel on April 18th, at the time tho other 
two boats were lost, haa arrived at Hako- 
date in his own boat, having probably been 
picked up by some schooner and brought in 
close to land."

The Grand Jury's Freseutmeut, aad 
tlie Becommeudations Tliey 
Hake to tbe Uonrt 



Wliittall and Reid Set Free ou

The triul of the three boya 
of arson ocoupiod tbe whole 
the aasizes yesterday, Mr. 
Crease preaidiog. Only two of 
appeared — Harry Walker and Donold Irv- 
ing — the third, Frederick Gaylor, having 
forfaited hia bail ot $500. Mr. K. Cassidy 
appeared foi: the Orown, Mr, Fell for Irvinf; 
and Mr. Taylor for Walker. The oharge 
was that of setting fire to a barn oontaining 
hay belonging to Judge Drake in this city 
on the IGth of last Deoember. 

Sorgt. Hawton, who urreatodlrviug, testi- 
fied that Irvinp had told him Walker sot 
firo to the huy and that though they had 
fought it with boxes and sticks, they could 
not put it out. Alice lUrrett and Matilda 
Gibson, two other witneaaea, saw the boya 
playing in the field where the hay abed stood 
and beard them say on going away that 
" there ia some smoke now." In faot 
it was pretty well shown that the fire start 
ed while the boys were in the field. After 
recess a deposition of C. J. King aa to the 
quantity of hay in the barn woa put in by 
the proaecution and thia cloaod the Crowu'a 
case. 

Mr. Taylor, for the lad Walker, aakod that 
ho bo diauhargod aa under 14 years of ago, 
the Crown not having ahown proof as re- 
quired in the csaa of persona above 7 
and under 14 years of age, that he 
knenr at the time of ooinmittiog the orime 
that it was wioog. He quoted Taeohcrsau 
and other aathorities in sapport of his oou- 
tention. 

Hia Lordship considered that the case 
must still go to the jury, but noted the oh- 
jeotfon. No witnesses were called for the 
defence. 

Mr. Taylor would not address the jury, 
preferring to rest his oase entirely on his 

objection. 

Mr. CasBitly in summing up for the Crown 
held that the luds wore quite old enough to 
know what they were about when they sot 
the hay afire. 

Mr. then addreaaed the jury in be- 
half of Irviug, holdieg that no maiioioua- 
nosa had been shown, nor was it even 
demonstrated that the boys had sot fire to 
any barn. 

Hia Lordship in charging the jury de- 
plored that there w»a no other means of 
punishing boya over a certain ago than by 
Bending tliem to jail, and believed that in 
some caBCR a Bound whipping would have 
more Sititfuotory results in oaeea where lada 
were too old for the reformatory. Hia 
Lordahip referred alao to the looas way in 
which many children were allowed to grow 
up, and expreased the belief thot if they 
were properly looked after and parents made 
their homes more pleasant for them, in- 
stead of allowing them to run wild on the 
streets, anch caaca as the one before the 
jury wonld be far leas frequent. 

Tbe jury after an absence of some fifteen 
minutes brought in a verdict of " guilty, 
with a strong reoonimendatioa to mercy." 

Mr. Cassidy for the Crown entered a 
7iolle prosequi in the case of Wbittall and 
Reid, who were forthwith discharged. 

The grand jury brought in a trne bill 
against Dr. Morrison for criminal libel, and 
made the following presentment : 
" To th". Honorable Mr. Jwslire CreciHt : 

"May it m.ease Vouu Lokiksiiii- : — Wc, 
the grand jury in suaaion aaeoniblod, make 
pr.-'seiitmeut aa follows ; 

" Hiving visited ond inspected the police 
Cfjils at the city hall, w« have to reptat th.it 
we found them well kept, in good order and 
the ainitary arrangemunto aatifactory. 

" We also visited the Pro.'incial jiil and 
found the place scrupulously clean and in 
exoelleut order throughout. Wo have to 
expreei oar appreciation of tbe pains taken 
by the Warden in showing us through the 
establishment. 

" We visited the Isolation and Jubilee 
hospitals, and found the former 
well arranged in every respect and 
ready fur use in oase of emergency. Of tbe 
latter we can only express our satisfaction 
in findit'g everything very clean and in good 
order, while the wards u(semod to bo care- 
fully made bright and as pleasant as possible 
for the patients. We found the sanitary 
arrangements within the building fairly 
good, but regret the plan adopted in both 
hospitals for olearing the grounds of sewer- 
age is inutficient and of the most primitive 
kind. 

We would thoreforo strongly recommend 
that soinu plan be devised for more thor- 
oughly cleuriiiL' all the groundti by drainage 
to the sea. W e find among the inmates of 
the Jubilee hospital aeveial old men who 
more properly belong to the charge of an 
oil meu'a home, and think that the govern- 
niout or civic authorities should provide 
for them in aomo other way, rather than 
that th'.'Y should be a charge upon a chari- 
table institution of thia cluaj. 

Wo would roapeclfully w.'.'A the attention 
of the couit to the fact broujfht before ua in 
the indiclnipnt fur concaalmeut of cliild 
birih, that thioo medical praclitlonera were 
called upon to attend the patient in 
(jueation, but ilioy absolutely refused to go 
to nor relief. We are of the opinion that 
the law ahould make it ineumbeut upon all 
registered medical practitioners to promptly 
attend such extreme cuaea of neceuaity when 
called upon as in this case, especially in this 
province of British Columbia, where the 
modioal profession is so well protected by 
statute. 

" We are also of opinion that some 
radical changes are Imperative in the ar- 
rangement of staircaaoa and provision for 
jurors, witnesaea and general publio in the 
courthouse ("and the judge," added Hia 
Lordship), the former partioularlr being too 
ctroaitons and dangerous in cose of fire or 
panio, at the same time wasting space that 
might be utilized for the latter. 

" Your grand jury desires to express its 
great sympathy with the sufTorers through 
the disastroua 11 loda on the Mainland, and 
while fei'ling aatiafsction at the eirorla made 
by the I'rovincial Government to render 
temporary aaaietauoo, hopoa that every 
possible aid moy bo given to thoao in need.

MINING QUESTIONS. 

Decliloiu by Judge ^plnks Becently Delivered 
at tlie County Cbnrt Sitting at Nelflod. 

Q?he Kaslo Times gives the following sum 
marlea of judgments iovolving the intoreata 
of miners recently given at Nelson by Judge 
Spinka : 

Knnts V, Startaman — Doily Vardon 
and Archie mineral claim. Thia was 
case heard at the September court of last 
year and jadgment was reserved until thia 
court. The point on v^ich judgment was 
reserved was whether a purchaser of an in- 
terest in a;;mineral claim who had not at the 
time of his purchase and delivery of the bill 
of sale a free miner's licenae but who aub 
sequontly onthoaame day obtained a license, 
could hold his purchased interest in the claim 
without forfeiture or otherwise. Judge 
Spinka held that a free miner's license taken 
out at any hour of the day reverts back to 
the inception of the doy on which it wua 
issued and therefore the plaintifTa bill of 
Bale of an undivided one-quarter intercat in 
each of the above claima was valid, and he 
was by the decree of the court hold to bo 
legal owner of the same. The judge hold 
further that a free niincr'a licenae 
was not necessary to a purchaaer 
or a doviaeo under a v/ill, or 
the heir in caae of inteatacy of the owner of 
a mineral claim or un interest in one until 
ho asserted some right in connection with it. 

Cummings and othora v. Northern Belle 
Mining Co — This waa an action brought by 
a numljer of minors against the company for 
unpaid wages aggregating about .$2,500. Ob- 
jaotiou waa made ou behalf of the company 
to the service of tho aumniona on the ground 
that it waa mads on the superintendent in 
tho compauy'a office at the mine and not on 
tho registered agent of the company at 
Kaslo, under tho conipaniea act. The judge 
heldthe service gcod. The case proceeded to 
trial but owing to the fact that all the plain- 
titfs except Cummings were not in court to 
provo their claima, their cuunaol was ob- 
liged to adjourn their casea until next 
court. Cuiliminga, however, got jadgment 
for his claim, some #240. 

Dawson v. Adams. — This waa a rather 
oompiicated case, involving the well-known 
olaims Bon Ton and Big Bortba and License. 
Tbe Bon Ton owners, tbe defendants, have 
applied for a certificate of work, so as to 
obtain a crown grant. The plaintiff, who 
is the owner of the License claim, aeeka to 
intercept the granting of this certificate, 
and filed hia atlidavit of adverse 
claim aa required by the Mineral Act. 
Thia action was intended to be 
brought to determine the adverse claim. 
Serious objoctiona wore raised by defend- 
ant s counsel to the form of tho notion, and 
after a lengthened argument tlio court held 
tho action was not one on tho adverse claim, 
but waa one ou ejectment. Then tho do- 
fondants counsel objected that tho sum- 
mone issued waa not one of ejectment at all. 
After further argument the court dismissed 
the action with coata. The plaintiffs im- 
mediately brought a socoud action, and on 
tho following day tho defendants obtained 
an order for a atay of proceedings until the 
cost of tho former action are paid. 



KANSAS CROP REPORTS. 

Wheat bi tbe Western Part of the State a 
Total Failure. 

Tdi'EiCA, Kan., Juno 5. — Roporta from 
the Western part of Kansas are very dis- 
couraging, and show that wheat in that sec- 
tion will be a total failure. There was very 
little wheat raised west of the centre of the 
atttto, and unless conditions improve im- 
mediately there will bo no corn raieed. In 
many countiea there has not been any rain 
for more than a year, with the exception of 
light showers. Tbe people of that section 
are not well prepared to withstand another 
crop failure. Hundreds of farmers are with- 
out means to buy provisions to tide them 
over another year, and the prospect of an- 
other fail\ire will force many to leave the 
country. State Senator Wiloookson, of 
Logan county, said to-day that the people of 
that region would have to leave and aban- 
don the prairies for stock ranches if the 
crops failed again ' this year. The people 
have held on in tbe hope that climatic con- 
ditions would change, but they will be 
forced to leave before another cold winter 
comes.

Proper Standard of Bykca Advocated 
—Direct Mails by Northern 
Pacific Steamers. 

A nuDiber of important (jueationa cume 
up ut the ineotiug of the Council of the 
Boiird of Tri«i!o y(;aterd»y forenoon, the 
floods on the Frueor and reliof to the set- 
tlors affected ooming in for oonaiderable ut- 
teution. There were present the Preaidcnt, 
A. C. Flumcrfelt, in the chair, Vice-Presi- 
dent C. E. Renouf, Sedietivry KUvorthy, H. 
F. Hfiaterman, H. E C niion, T. B. Hull, 
W. Tempitiiimn, Robt. \V..id and G. Leiser. 

There were no rep )rla of cammitteea re- 
ceived, though that was oatoMibly what the 
meeting was oalled for. The Manufaotares 
committee wrote atkiog farther ttme for 
tne coUeotion of important Btatistioe, and 
■viraB granted further time, members of other 
ojmmittees etBtiDg also that they had not 
beenabletocomp'etotheir reports yet. Itwaa 
decided on motion of Robert Warii, t>eooni)- 
ed by C. E. Renouf, that the ohnirmen of 
the coniniittees bo requdstoii to hii\e tliuir 
ftnnn'.il repor 3 in within thp next tou d.iya, 
b id the reaolution paaacd at llio lu^t n.eob- 
ing to have a epeoial committee ro tliroufjh 
the reports before their pretentalion to the 
Connoil, was rescinded.

The President had already seen Mr. Gore 
about the matter, and that geotUmin had 
stated that the Government were fully or^^- 
niztntcf the faot and were talsing imnu- 
diate steps to get a ferry established and to 
repair the damage. 

The Weter war, on motion of M.e, Hall, 
eeoonded by Mr. Connon, referred to the 
Department of Lands and \Varka, a reply to 
l>e sent to Mr. Foster that the GovernDient 
were already making every effort in the 
matter. 

The Chairman broaght np the expeoted 
arrival on the next Australian steamer of 
Anstralaaian delegates on their way to 
Ottawa to take part in the inter-oolooial 

conference, and it was decided that these 
gentlemen be met at the steamer and wel- 
comed, and that they bo hospitably looked 
after during their stay in the city. 

Mr. Connon stated that though there was 
an interval of aomo two weeks between 
tho Bailing of tho C.P.R. linora aad the 
Northern I'acific ateamera to China and 
.Japan, no direct mails were made up here 
yet by tho postal authoritien for tho Orient 
to be despatched on the Northern Pacitio 
veeaola. Ho would like tho Board to place 
it on record that instead of sending to San 
Francisco or Tacoma a mail might be de- 
spatched on "sea rates" by the Northern 
Pacific steamers leaving hero. 

ilr. Rsnouf said that already tho matter 
had been brought to the attention of tho 
department, and it was decided that the 
city's repicsentativea at Ottawa be wrritteu 
to upon the subjpct, uskiug them to call tho 
attention of tho Government to tho advant- 
age of this direct mail from Victoria. 

Tho Chairman stated in regard to mails 
that during the delays c»U8ed by the floods 
the city's representatives at Ottawa had 
been asked to urge the Government to have 
the mails sent by whatever rontes were 
available, and evidently no time had been 
lost by them in getting the matter at- 
tended to. 

The Fraser floods were brought up by Mr. 
Renouf, who thought that the dykiog of the 
Fraser should be under direct supervision of 
the Government. He did not mean to say 
that the Province should take up the dyk- 
ing, but the Government should insist upon 
the dykes being built up to a eertain stand- 
ard, which would have the effect of hotter 
dykea being ooostruated than at present. 

Mr. Ward did not think the unfortunate 
settlers had the means of reooveritig from 
their present misfortunes. The question 
simniTi-H Hnwn to the bails that either the 
land 1' u I i.haodoned or the Government 
ii.unt .,. hu.t, u thorough Bysteni of dyking 
is inaugurated. The Dominion Government 
itself was largely interested in lauds in the 
Fraser valley, and should laka ita share 
with the Provinoiol Government. Tho ex- 
pense would bo heavy, no doubt, but: tho 
dyUon ahouUl be buill under tho very best 
expert advico poasiblu. 

Mr. Teniploinan thought thefirat thing to 
do at preaent W.-JB to take aome stepa tn- 
warda rclioving the distreoa. Ho would 
fluggeat that the City Council be uaked to 
have a i-ellof fund instituted. 

Mr. Uobt. Ward advised that the matter 
of relief ahould bo very carefully undt rtaken 
and managed, bo that only actual caaea do- 
serving relief should receive it. Tho proper 
custodian of the fund, he believed, and ono 
who wniiid see it administered to good ad- 
vantag", was the Lieut. -Govirnqr, as head 
of tho I'rovinco. 

Thia met with tho general approval of the 
Council and after Boino further discussion 
the membera adjourned.

THE MAINE LAW. 

Goiirral Nral Dow on the Eirects of Prohibl- 
tiun In the State He Rrpreseuts. 

New York. June 6. —In antidipation <f 
the international temperance congress in 

the big taborDBole in Prohibition Pork, 
Staton Island, preliminary meetings have 
baen hold. Dr, Joseph Cook, of Koaton," 
was at one of them the principal speaker. 
HiH addreHS was a review of "Sixty Years 
of Temperance Agitation, and What It Has 
Acoompliahed. " He paid a glowing tribute 
to the work done by Gen. Neal Diw in 
the campaigns for prohibition in Maine. 
Dr. ]5 B. Taylor, of New York, read and 
formally pri'Bouted at the meeting an ad- 
drcsa to Gen. Dow. It was signed by 
about 7,000 ProhibitionistE. General Dow 
accepted the addreos, and in very eilvery 
tones aaid : '• It will not bo expected that I 
ahould reply to thia addreas or to tbe many 
admirable thintia said about myoell. It 
would bs a dilHcult thing to do so, bocauao I 
do not feel that I have done anything to en- 
title me to 60 much honor. I have no worda 
to present my appreciation." Continuing, 
General Dow told of tho etTeotof prohibition 
in Maine and of the good work being done 
toaeoure universal prohibition in that state. 
He said : " An entire generation haa grown 
up without having seen a grog shop or 
known tho taste of rum. In three-quarters 
of our territory the liquor traffic is un- 
kcown." 

PENITENTIAEY REVOLT. 

During Plot to Break Kliigs County Jail, 
New York State. 

New York, June 5. — Warden Hayes, of 
tho Kings county penitentiary, haa reported 
a daring plot for tho oec ipe of a number of 
prisoners, which miEcarriod through in- 
formation given the warden by one of tho 
men. Three half-breed Indians, two of 
whom are serving terms for train v;recking, 
and tho third for tho murder ef a Uoited 
Si;atea aoldit-r, were tho chief plotters, tho 
warden aaya. They and about forty othora 
were received in tho penitentiary about five 
or aix montha ago, having boon Bimtouocd in 
tho Unitid States oourta of Orogou, North 
Dakota and Okkhoma. The priaon keepers 
had nothing but trouble from theao men. 
They refused up and down to attend the 
chapel acrvicea Sundiiy afternoons. It was 
during tho absence of tho other ccnviota at 
the service that the deaporadoes hatched 
their plot for liberty. 

As the men are about evenly distributed 
in the various workahopa, their plan waa to 
knock otr \rork suddenly ub.jut dusk, and 
overpower the keopcrs, wno Mere in inferior 
numbers. A stampede in the prison yard 
was then the movo, and any resistance by 
the keepers waa to bo met with deadly as- 
sault. When the plot had been unfolded 
to the warden he separated tbe western 
prisoners, who had been quartered all in one 
part of the piison, and also assigned them 
in difTeront shops. They were, and still arc, 
carefully watched, and there was no a'gu of 
an outbreak.

AX INTEHESTIXO CASE. 

The casQ of the Klt;ht Hon. Mr. Mundella 

ehowB how joiiloua tho people of Great Brit- 
iiin are of tho reputiition of their public men. 
They will not allow a man, no matter how 
uauful he mny bo or how groat his ability, 
on whose iiitegiity there is oven the shadow 
of a sueploion, to remain in public life, 

Mr. Mundella ia an able man and hie 
private character is without a otain. Ho 
(vaa President of tho Board of Trade and lie 
was also a director o( the Now Zaaluud Loan 
Company. It does not appear that ho took 
au active part in tho business of that (,!om. 
pany. The impreegion one gets from read- 
ing the accoanii of the way in which tho 
Loan Company did its busincsa ia that hia 
sole connection with it was to allow 
his name to appear on tho list of directors, 
liut bis name must have bueu a towor of 
Btrenglh to tho Company, ua it had the 
effect of causing investors to pat their faith 
in it, and to entrust it with thoir money. 

Well, this very respootablo company, 
which had on its directorate a Cabinet Min- 
ister and other men of high stinion, did its 
business in a very peculiar way. It de- 
ceived the shareholders, loading them to be- 
lieve that the Company's bonds were good 
security for their money, and when tho de- 
Inaive nature of tho docmuenta was shown 
to the Company by its legal adviser a slight 
change was made in thoir wording, which 
did not make them hotter in any respect. 
Snob waa the nature of tho dealiu!,'d of tho 
Comp.iny that the Landon Times stitjnia- 
tizus them as a " gigantic system of 
continued and complicated diahonosty." It 
says further : " Here wo have a Board com- 
posed in part at least of honorable men, yet 
collec'.ively doing year after year the most 
dishonorable thicgj." 

In course of time this very respectable 
company that did its business in such a dis- 
honorable wsy oania to grief and an io- 
vcstl^ation was made into its affairs, 

" 1 he Ollicial P.eceiver," saya the Times, 
" made a report after a long delay on which 
the judge commented with groat aaverity, 
sbowin); that the directors oolleotively bad 
been reeponsible for praetioea of a most re- 
prehengible character — for false repreieDta- 
tions to the public, for deception and ood- 
ce vlnient prao'-ised towards shareholders, for 
cocked b.ilauct! ahoeta, for tho distribution 
of prodta that had no cxiatence, and fiaally 
for transaotioos of the most suepicious char- 
acter with tbeniselves as directors of other 
companies. An examination followed, by 
which the conclusions of the expert were 
fully corrtjboraled and couaiderahly iimpli- 
lied, and the next step to consider and de- 
termine was whelher it ia posaiblu to bring 
homo to the persons concerned their personal 
share of reaponaibility for the wrong that 
has beon done by them collectively." 

Then the connection of Mr. Mundella, 
President of the Board of Trade, with this 
rascally Company, came lo be talked about. 
How far was he rosponsihle for the wrong- 
doing 'if bis co-directors and the 
oIlioialH of the Company ".: Should 
he not have known something about their 
fraudulent practioos, and knowing what 
tbey were uhnuld ho not have exposed them 
and denounced tho wrong-doarB 7 Could ho 
be excused for knowing nothicg about tho 
frauds that had been porpetratod on the 
shareholders and on the uub'.ic 1 Having 
Booepted a seat on the board of directors, 
was it not his duty to know all about the 
financial standing of tlio company and how 
its business was conducted? Questions such 
as those were asked and tho anawors were so 
unsatisfactory lluil Mr. Mundella'o resigna- 
tion of hia seat in tho Cabinet was loudly 
demanded. Mr. Mundella for a time disre- 
garded the demand, but it is not safe in 
England for a public man to hold public 
opinion in contempt or to act as if ho did. 
After some hesitation, which bis opponents 
say was not creditable to him, Mr. Mun- 
della resigned. 

It must be remembered that the people of 
England did not consider that he was an 
aotive participator in tho guilt of the men 
who had ruined tbo company and cheated 
tho shareholders. Ho is still baliovod to bo 
an honest man, but tho people of England 
fool that they cannot alFord to have among 
thoir rulers a man who was in any way 
mizod up in such frauds as those of which 



the New Zealand Loan Company havo been 
found guilty. The Times takes this view of 
the position of a public man: 

" Those responsible foe the government of 
the country are bound to do all that lies in 
their power to put down the practices of 
coining their oonlidenco into money under 
conditions which seouro practical impunity 
for very gross betrayal of the trust of aharo- 
holders and investors. Any man may sell 
his name for what he can got 
but no man ought to be allowed to sell that 
portion of the country'n ijood name, vliirli i-i 
conliilid lo hi^ kciipinij when he lal:e-^ oj/ire, 
or i.vcn inhtn iLcluke.s a t<tat in Parliament." 

The Evening Standard also inaists strongly 
on the uocoaaiby of representative men being 
of unquestioned integrity. It says : *' In 
former days public opinion was not bo exact- 
ing as it is DOW in (juostiona of this nature. 
Vot it has always been thought impossible 
that any stateHnian should continue to hold 
a reaponaiblo oflice to whom any kind of 
su-^picion could justly attach." These are 
wise words, and they show what a nation 
jealous of its honor rtquirea of its repre- 
sentative men. 



A PLEA FOR MKRGY. 

Cur lively contemporary, tho Daily Co- 
lumbian, should, for the credit of tbo jour- 
nalism of tho Province, put some roatraint 
upon itself. It may think that its antics arc 
funny, but they are not. Tbey are only 
painfully silly. Who in the world ia auch an 
idiot as to laugh to soo tho words "Wiggledy 
Wiggles ! " at tho head of anartiole'.' Are 
there two persons in tho whole of Now 
W'estininstor district so feeble-minded and 
so dead to all sense of humor as to see any- 
thing funny in this senseless combination of 
vowels and consonants ? We think it would 
be diffioull to find even one. Un tho con- 
trary, there must bo many who feel lit to 
weop when they witness auch a painful and 
at tho same time such un inctTeclual attempt 
to ba facetious. Tho paragraphs that are 
under thia doleful head are duller, 
more dreary and more tear-compelling 
than oven tho titlo itself. The 
strain and the struggle to be amart are eo 
visible in every phiase and every line that 
a man or a woman (nust havo tho tempera 
ment and the intelligence of a Siwash to 
read it without getting nervous enough to 
howl or to swear. Tbo man of ordinary in 
telligeuoe who is doomed by fate to read 
ar.ch smart pasaagca as the following every 
day must soon bo a candidate for a cell in 
the lunatic aaylum : 

Tho " pillory " editor of tbo local wigglor 
ought to " gat tho sack." Ho must havo 
been on a jam lately for he has boon neglect 
ing his business in a aoandalous fashion. He 
is supposed to stand outside the wipgler 
cavern for an hour every morning in Zulu 
coatume, and let tbo aympathetio passer-by 
count tho welta that be got on hia devoted 
back the day before. But he hasn't been 
half doing it. 

That ia aa much as we can stand. Will 
not the Columbian in mercy stay its band 
What have the good people of New West- 
minster done that tbey should be tortured 
in this fashion ? 



BRA n'LIAU PATRIOTS. 

On the Queen's Birthday some drunken 
idiots who were oeltbrating the day at St. 
Thomas, Ont., in their idiotic way took it 
into their heads to tear down tho Americ9.n 
flags that were displayed from the windows 
of tho American Consulate. If tho boora 
had been as intoUigout as Canadians ought 
to be in these days, they would have known 
that the American Consul made the display 
out of respect to the (jueen of Great Britain. 
It was at first reported that the men who 
committed this ofTdnoe against national good 
manners were mombers of a volunteer corps 
that were paying the city a visit. But it 
turns out that they bad nothing to do 
with it. 

We are a little surprised that 
some American newspapers magnified 
this senseless act of two or three 

boobies ou a spreo into a national 
outrage. Tho men who did this wero 
almost, if not altogether, as groat fools as 
were the St. Thomas revellers. They ought to 
know that no intelligent Canadian would 
think of insulting the flag of the United 
States. They see that sort of thing done on 
their own i^ido of the line too often 
not to UucTW how it ia regarded by 
citizens making any [)retensiona to re- 
spectability. There ia not n pmirih 
of duly on which some brainless 
United States citizen does not take it into 
his empty head to treat with indignity the 
Hag of Croat Britain. Somotimoa a crowd 
of anti-Brili.'jIi unHeH think that they make 
a praiBoworthy display of their patrlotiani 
when thoy demand lliat a Union Jack, dis- 
played by some British subject, be hauled 
down. The reward that these rowdies got 
for their exuberant patriotism is the con- 
tempt of thoir right-thinking lellow-citi- 
zoua. Tho day, we beliovo, haa gone by 
in which the sonseloss act of foolish men can 
create ill-feeling on either side of the bor- 
der. The general opinion is that tho men 
who get into a fit of patriotic fury at a 
harmless display of bunting go to a good 
deal of trouble to advertise themselves as 
fools. 

TRISASONA/ILE FRAUDS. 

Revelations that have beon made in tho 
United States lately show how hard it ia 
for the Government to get honest work 
dona. Every one sees how important it ia 
to have the plates of which the armor of 
ships of war are made, aa aound and aa 
atrong as it ia posaiblo to mako them. 
When tho Cioveroment gave the contract 
for armor plates to a firm bearing a high 
character for both integrity and skill, and 
ofTerod a premium for plates of extraor- 
dinary resisting power, it might bo sup- 
posed that, with tho ordinary aafo-guarda, 
it hail done all that it could bo expected 
to do to get tho work performod honestly 
and faithfully. But neither ,tbe obaraoter 
of the firm nor the oare of the officials was 



a Builiclent safeguard against fraud as 
wicked as can well be imagined. The 
plates on which the safety of the United 
States might depend and the lives of 
thousands of gallant sailora oert'ainly 
would depend, were bad and un- 
reliable from various cauaoe. It waa said 
at Gr.'it that tho mumbora of tho firm of 
Carnegie & Co. knew nothing of tho frauds. 
When a few of them were disoovered of 
comparatively little importance the firm was 
fined §140,000. Thia fine was paid. But it 
now appears that other and worse frauds 
wore porpetratod on tho (iovernniont. Tho 
charge is that tho Government has beon 
systomutloully and constantly swindled by 
this firm or its workmen. 

" Armor has beon imposed upon the Gov- 
ernment and placed upon the vessels — battle 
ships and coaat-dofondars — that ia worth- 
loss. Plates suppoBod to be able to resist 
any but the projoctilea of tho highest power 
guns, are full of holes, One accuser says 
that the plates on the Monterey would 
not resist ordinary fire, and that round 
shot would crumble them. It is 
alleged that in ono of tho plates of thia 
coast-defender thern ia a blow-hole four feet 
deep, which waa plugged for the purpose of 
deceiving tho inepectora. It ia charged 
that the bolts by wbiob tho plates are fas- 
tened to the frame are so defective in make, 
in material and in si/.o, that the plates on 
tho ship are insecure." 

These accusations havo not yet been 
proved, and it is said that thoy have beon 
mado with a vindictive purpose by 
men whom the firm have offended. The 
whole matter will, no doubt, be carefully 
inquired into, and it is to be hoped that the 
guilty partios will bo punished according to 
their deserts. It ia hard to imagine a 
greatsr offence against tho state and against 
society tlian that cf which tho men who 
passed off defective armor plates on the 
United States Govnrnment have beon 
guilty.

The Admiral Decides to Forego Pro- 
secutiou-Otlier Marine 
News. 



Collootor of Cuatoma A. R. Milno yester- 
day afternoon received official inutructions 
from Rear-Admiral Stephenson ordering the 
relcaae of the schooners Triumph, Favorite 
and Annie C. Moore, seized by Captain May 
of H.M. S. Hyacinth for violating the terms 
of the Behring Sea award act, on May 6 and 
9. Those later orders havo been given by 
tho Commander-in-chief in conaeciuence of 
hia deciaion on thia ooaasion to forego the 
proaecution of the vessels. On receipt of 
the instructions Collootor Milno immedi- 
ately released the three aohoonora, whioh 
are now at liberty. Ic ia expected their 
guna and other paraphernalia taken from 
them by tho Hyacinth at the time of aeizure 
will alao bo restored to them very shortly, 
and before long they will bo heading for 
Behring Soa to take part in tho aualing 
operationa there which open on August 1, 
and in which the majority of tho sealing 
voasela now in pore and on the coaat will 
partioiputo. 

Tin; "tacoma" ahhivks. 
A thick fcg oir the coast delaying the 
ahip's progreas for fourteen houra waa the 
only unpleaaant feature of the Northern 
Facitic steamship Tacoma'a passage acroaa 
from Yokohama to Victoria, ended at lU 
o'clock last evening. Thia delay aocounta 
for the ahip's non-arrival on achedulo time. 
Fine weather with oulni seaa waa experi- 
enced until tho vessel ran into tho fog on 
Monday, when her ouginea, which were by 
no means pushed on tho trip, had to be 
stopped for tlie time mentioned. The 
steamer left Yokohama on May 19, and 
bringa fiom the various Oriental ports a big 
freight, including a abipnieut of this yoar'a 
crop of China teas. Beeidea tho tea her 
cargo ia made of augar, hemp, rice, silk, 
Qurios and general mercbandiae. Threo 
hundred and sixteen tons of the cargo will 
be lauded here this morning, the balance 
of the load consisting of 2 lUI tone, some of 
which will be dieoharged at this port for 
Sun Franciaco, being for coaat and various 
inland oitiea, The vessel's paaaenger liat 
waa compoaed of fifteen saloon passengers 
and eleven Chinese and sixty-four Japanese, 
the majority of whom are for this city. In 
the aaloon are Mrs. Hunt and Miss F. Har- 
rison, bound for Taooma ; C. \V. Falken- 
berg, for Seattle ; T. Gillard and R. Pep- 
lowaki and two children, for San Franciaco ; 
G. T. Trice, for Toronto, and Mr. and Mrs. 
F. Nankwel and child, Mr. G. C. Murray, 
Mr. J. M. Underwood and Mr. G. T. Price 
and Mrs. Payne, bound for England. Tho 
last named parties are touriata, Mr. Under- 
wood being a prominent business man of 
tho Philippine Islands.

To THE Editor:— Mr. Arthur H. Dut- 
ton suys in hi» cord that laws havo been 
enacted — in this Province, I suppose — 
whereby the greater burden of toxation has 
been placed upon the shoulders of the work- 
iugmsn. I have been in this Proviuco 
several years and all the tux I have paid lbs 
Province was three dollars a year, and that 
tax has been given to the city to pay for the 
expenses of the schools. This year, and I 
think last year, the throe dollara were col- 
lected hy the city collector. I cannot find 
out that any other workingman pays any 
more taxes than I do. So what Button 
suys in hia card abm t the woi ki giai 
having to bear all the burden of taxation is 
what I call guff. 

Men who own property have to pay 
property tox, but I don'c think many work- 
iogmon are asked to pay this tax. Besides 
property up to $300 is exempt. Then there 
is an income tax, but unless a man's wages 
amount to $1,500 a year he is exempt. Real 
eatate pays a tax of two-thirda of one per 
cent , with a big discount when paid in time. 
All these taxes are paid by people who are 
well-to do. The workingman or the wage- 
earner has bsen well treated by- the Govern- 
ment of this Province. The workingmen in 
the cities do not as a matter of faoi>pay any 
provin cial tax at all. The school tax is now 
a city tax and so is the road tax. To Diske

TilK Fl TrUK OF WHEAT. 

On his return frcm the Nortbweat Vice 
President Shaughnesay of tho C. P. ,K. 
in a published interview on the sub 
ject of Mr. Van Home's reported 
prediction as to the prospective valuo of 
wheat remarked that at present tho price 
is abnormally low and cannot stand. 
Ho thinks there was a misunderstanding 
ab iut that two dollar prediction of Mr. Van 
Home's, but smiled over tho fuas it had 
oroattd. He remarked that the fanners in 
the Northwest have put in more wheat this 
year than tboy did last year and this indi- 
cates tbe hopeiuloess of tho spirit which 
animates them. They ara dissatisfied » ith 
present prices and complain, bat thoy are 
not to be taken aa utterly cast down. They 
are trusting in the future of wheat, and so 
are the farmers of South Dakota, who have 
also sown more this year than last. Wo 
were asked to lower grain rates between 
Like Superior and Winnipeg, but the reduc- 
tion askid for wou^d only amount to about 
twelve dollars to every individual farmer, 
and could be saved in a multitude of other 
ways. One-tecti of a cent per hundred 
pounds is little to the individual, but it 
would aggregate a largo amount to tho com- 
pany in the haulage of a season. 

COTTON ISDl'STKY Ol'TLOOK. 

The outlook for the Canadian cotton in- 
dustry just at present is not such aa to in- 
spire confidence, conversation with repre- 
sentative men in the trade showing that tho 
reigning depression throughout the United 
States is making itself felt upon a Uominlon 
industry held hitherto by its more sanguine 
votaries to he in a manner invulnerable. 
The St, John, N.B., cotton mill and the 
' New Brunswick ' mill closed down the 
past week, and .in the words of 
one heavily interested in tbe trade, 
'are likely to continue shut down.' 
' To eum up,' said one of tho Do- 
minion Cotton Association's most prominent 
member? , ' no doubt the reduction in the 
tariflf haa had something to do with this 
state of things ; but e^jually or more the 
very bad condition of trade in tho neigh- 
boring states, where gooda have been largely 
over produced and are conaicjuently being 
offered at conaequently low prices.' It ia 
not expected, he continued, ' that there 
will be much improvement until fall trade 
eets in,' 

VACCINATION l:i MOSTRKAI,. 

Out of 300 OOO inhabitants in Montreal 
and suburbs, SO 000 are said to be unvaccin- 
ated. To reach these every effort is being 
made by the health departmiint, coupled 
with the able assistance of the clergy. The 
aichbishop sent a circular to the Roman 
Catholic olerRy which was read in all the 
churches. The Protestant clergy also rm 
phasi/.dd tbe need of vaooinatton to their 
congregations. Public notices were also 
placed in the newspapers by the Mayor at 
the request of the health department, call- 
ing upon all unvacoinated persons to preaenl 
themselvei for vaccination within fifteen 
days.

A brisk demand haa aprung up in (ireat 
Britain for Canadian and American mutton, 
and tho shipments from Montreal this 
season have been very largo, 3,104 head 
having been exported up to May 21, com 
pared with 101 for the same period of last 
year.

The Coal Output. 



Business Lively —The Mines Supply a 
Eeady Market for Farm 
Products. 



(Writ ten for the Coi.oNiaT by Alex, BegR.) 
On NSedteediy iiiorniii'} exAOtly at 7 
o'olojk, aa adverliaed, the Jonu left NuuqI 
mo wharf. Oa the right the new j-iil is very 
soon pmsed— a handsome bnildiiig, with 
large groonda attached ; on the left ia the 
vttluablo Naweaatle quarry, which ia still 
worked to a ccrtaiu extent. The steanier 
made u short atop ai Departure Bay, attach- 
ing har licea to the Coata Rica, which waa 
alongaide the wharf loading, Some gooda 
wort landed, and Mr. A. Sharp, mine auper- 
intfiuleat, al Wellington, came on board. 

The next nUco of call waa Heaver Hay, 
at 9:,'J0, whtre the E'rovinoiul Ciovornment 
have built a good whurf in a sheltered plsi-o. 
Aa yet there ia no alorehouae or ehed to 
protect goods iu rainy weather, neither ia 
there any honao or soltloniont in sight, from 
or bt tlie wharf. There were, however, a num- 
ber of WHgnns in waiting for a consignment 
of pressed nay, lljur and gooda brought by 
the Joan. Tlio hay, it waa explained, was 
intended for the Alberni mail carrier's 
horsop, as it said hia route passes not far 
from Beaver Bay soctleinqnt. The boraea 
ivnd oxen were tied to the trees near by the 
wharf lantiing, where there waa a shady 
grove — rather a choice spot for a picnic 
When tliere uru not many goods to be 
landed at (..'ualiuum and fluino of the piiiallur 
porta of all, the Joan slows down, and com- 
municates by a boat which is signalb'd from 
ahore. The same plan is observed at Yellow 
Kock ligiithouse at the South end of Dsn- 
man Island. That mariner's friend, the 
lighthouse, looks as if a coat of paint 
would do it good ; it would certainly 
improve the faded appearance of the 
building. 

Denman Island formed the next lino of 
obaervation for about ten miles. The shore 
line is lavel and presents upenioga of auttle- 
menta at intnivala. The island ia said to 
contain a number of good farms, although 
they c4Dnot ba seen from the steamer. Nesr 
the upper end of the island thtre ia a good 
wharf and storehouse, built and maintuintd 
by the (.i ivtrnmont. There was oonaider- 
able bustle at the landing place on the ar- 
rival 01 the steamer. Large quantitiea of 
eega and farm produce were ahipped for the 
Union ininea. At this time a cow waa taken 
aboart', ol"n a largo black pig, the latter 
weighing S70 pounds, and aa the tide was 
low, and the slope on tlio gong- 
way nearly at an angle of •!;") drprees, 
the pig, th( ugh unwilling, made a amidon 
trip dc«n the planks to the deck. Several 
quartern cf heuf were also shipped, also a 
large (juantity of eggs packed in home n ade 
boxes of split cedar, which answered the 
purpose well, for the short distance to bo 
traveUed. The late extension to the wharf 
gives plenty of wafer for the Joan to land at 
low tide. An unoccupied solitary house on 
the brow of the hill and road leading from 
the wharf, gfves the place a deaertcd appear- 
ance. The people, hov/ever, looked tidy 
and lively and full of business. 

A shorn run brings ua to Union wharf, 
where a large (juantity of goods, machinery 
for the minea, and merchandise of all kinds 
were landed. This wharf which belorgs to 
the Mepsra. Dunsmuirhaa great facilities for 
loading coal, of which large quantitiea are 
ahippad. Tiiero ia an output of about 850 
tons a day from the Union mines, which 
keeps throe or four trains a day running to 
the whitf, about miles from the mine. 

A large party landed from the Joan, in- 
cluding some thirty or forty Chineao. Tho 
"caboose" was tilled at one end with the 
dressed beef, etc., and at the other with 
paaaengcta. The Cbineae, with their nutner- 
Que bandies, had to pnt up with the ordi- 
nary coal Ciirriugea. The whole concern, 
however, had a very narrow escape from 
total destruction ; for jast as the train waa 
entering upon u treatlo-work about a hun- 
dred feet in height tho track or raila had 
spread so aa to allow i ha cabooee to slip 
down on the lies, making the engine to 
swing in a most alarming manner. Mr. 
Little, manager of the Union minea, and 
Mr. Sharp, of the Wellington mines, were 
riding fn the engine, and experienced a 
groat shock. Fiiriuiiately the train wi a 
running u'. slow speed and waa soon atopped, 
and the car mljoining the engine waa gut on 
the rails hgain without anything more seri- 
ous happe uirg than a thorough scare, which, 
doubtles!', would have been greater and 
more general had the passengers known 
the ri^- I danger. 

At UiiifJii Miiiie.s buaineea is brisk ; new 
buildings ar.j guing up by tho dozen. Over 
."k")0 miners am a: work ; three shafts are 
working, and a fourth is about to be ojiened. 
'Vi\c tnontldy pi.ymentu of Huch a large uuin- 
l)cr ot workiiH-ii, about J.'iD.OOO, account for 
the lively timei in that section of the coun- 
Uy. 

Comox district is reaping a direct benefit, 
tho farii'em iu the anjoiniug settlement — 
Courltnay — tind a ready market at the 
Iiiini'3 for all tlie produce they raise. They 
have to drive acmas the country througli uu 
uncleared tract of seven miloa, but there ia 
a good road, btiilt by the (lovernmem, the 
wiiole wiiy. That portion of the couiMry is, 
f.)r the nioet pirl, lieuvily timbered with 
pine, spruce aud henduck. The sime ijual- 
ity of land seenia to akirt tho coaat along 
from tiliialicum to thebaaeof tho mountaina. 

At the minea there is a heavy contingent 
of about 5U0 Chinese. They live in a most 
wretched cluster of ramshackle huts at the 
west end of the miners' villoge, which 
nearly a mile in length, constats of only one 
street with a row of houses on each side. 
The road or slrtetruna along tho hillside, so 
that 00 the right hand, going westerly each 
house has to be entered by steps to reach 
the frotit door, aa the house ia propped up so 
ae to be level v/ith tho rear on the hillside ; 
whilst the other row of houses ia entered 
I'rom the ground level, and tho rear of the 
house ia also [iropped to keep it on a level, 

Tho land genrraDy being gravelly, only 
two or tlirce of the principal reaidents have 
any gardens or lawna, Tho " heathen 
("hinee,' hoivever, ia ahead of tho " Melicau 
man " on thie point, for he has taken up hia 
({uartera in tho valley and cultivates green 
crops (ul lihitiitn. 

The Chinese (|uestion does not seem to 
trouble tho leading men of Union, although 
it ia aaid that in almost every Chincae house 
there is an opium " lay out" at a cost of 
from 10 to ,'iU ocnfH a "go," and that there 
are fifteen gambling hiuaen and seven atores 
or trading shops in Chinatown. Tho propor- 
tion of the men who labor — say two hun- 
dred and fifty — eurn from ^1 to Jl 'Z'>, some 
of them as high as §1 aO for special work. 
Rev. J. H. HiggiDS and Mr, 15. C. Randall, 
surveyor, who has some knowledge of the 



Chinese language, have opened a mission 
eohool amongst the Chiueae. 

The Uoion niiuea' coal, on account cf its 
hardness, ia much sought after for steam 
purposes. L'lrg-j orders — in fact larger than 
can easily be tilled— have been recently re- 
ceived. This new town, thertfore, is in a 
prosperoua cndition, and tho inioca are 
worked to their utmost capacity. _A rew 
townalte (Cumberland) has been laid out, 
where lota are sold outright — tho old portion 
of tho town being only rented. The same 
holds good with tho U^ion hotel, which is 
leased by the oonipuny to Mr. S. C. Divis. 
He, with his better half, keeps an excellent 
huu'e, which, however, is not quite large 
onniigh to aoai'inmodate the present travel 
and name demand, Tho Cumberland house, 
kepb by Mr. J. U. Picket, is also a well kept 
hotel. 

There is a flourishing school kept at 
Union, The ationdauoe has increased so 
much during the past year that a third 
teaoher will bo required next term. The 
families of the miners under tuition are 
bright children aod well advanced in thoir 
studies under Mr, R. Watkin aod Miaa L. 
M. Powell. Thiiy are also making good 
progress in their musical studies under Mr, 
Howell as vocal teacher, and Miss Turnbull, 
iuatruniental leader, Taking everything 
into consideration it may be fairly expected 
that Cumberland townsite will soon grow 
into a large town.

To amend the Health By Law, 1893. 

The Municipal Council of tho Corporation of 
the City of Victoria enacts aa follows ; 

1. Section 16 of the Health By-law, 1893, Is 
hereby repealed and the following section ia 
hereby enacted in eubatitution therofor: 

"l(i: Wbonovor tho Medical Health Ofllcer 
bolioves or au:)pecW th.it any I)er!-on within, or 
arriving, or coming within the li ■ its of the 
Municipality of tlie City o' Victoria, is, or baa 
lately bi:on expcaed to infection, or t hat his or 
her clothing, or other effocla contalo, or have 
been exposed to, Infection, or haa, or have ooino 
from abroad or somo other place In wi lcb any 
contagious or Infoulious dlaoase ia. or he has 
reason to bollovo ia ondomio or opidemlc, tho 
said Medical Health Oflioor may cnuae any 
such poraon, hia or her clothing and ofTecta to 
be removed to a sepiralo horse or otherwise 
isolate him or her, and may stop, detain and 
exatnino any Bucli person, his or her clothinn 
and other ellects until, in tlie opinion of tho 
Medical Health Ollicer, tho poiiod of incuba- 
tion of tho said otiiitnglous or infuctiou.s dia- 
ease shall havo boi;n eoinpielod, and tho said 
Medical Health Olllcer may disinfect or cause 
to ho disinfected, at such place and in such 
manner as lie may couHldor most convenient 
and boiiello al to the preaurvatlon of public 
health, any such person, his or her clothing and 
eH'octa."

For Regulating the Supply of Water 
by the City Water Works, and Fix- 
ing the Rates to be Paid Therefor. 

Whereas by tho Corporation ot Victoria 
Water Works Act, 1873, tho Muuinlpal Coun- 
cil of the City of Victoria are authorized and 
empowered to make snoh by-laws as to them 
shall scorn requisite and necessary (or (Inter 
alia) prohibiting tho aolling, dlapcslog, giving 
away, neglect or waate of wotor supplied 
by tho Water Works, and for regulating 
tho time, manner, extent and nature of Hit) 
supply by the said woika, tlio tenements or 
parties to which and to whom the same shall 
bo funiidhod, tho price or prices to bo exacted 
therefor, and each and every other matter or 
thiuK relating to or connected therewith which 
it may be noceaaary or proper to direct, regu 
late or determine for iaeuing to tho inhabitants 
of the city a continued and abundant supply 
of pure and wholeaome water. 

Ani> wiii:itKAS it Is deemed expedient tore, 
penl tho existing by-laws relating to tho mat- 
ters aforesaid, and to amend and re-onaol tho 
same, 

TiiERsyoRE the Municipal Council of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria enacts as 

follows : 

1. Thu Water Works Prohibition Hy law, 1877, 
Tho Water Works HcKulalion Hy-la .v. 188.), and 
Tho Water Kato By-law. 1K)2, are hereby sov- 
orally and respectively repealed and tho fol- 
lowing By-law substituted therefor : 

It shall not bj lawful for any per.-ion, being 
the occupant, tenant or inmate of any house, 
or otlierwiao supi'lied willi water from tho 
Water Works of the City of Victoria to vend, 
sell or diapoae of such water, or Kive it away to 
any person or persona whom-joever, unless in 
cose of actual necesaity, or pormil it to bo taken 
or carried away by any person or peraoua 
whomaoever, or to uae or opply it to tho use or 
benelit of others, or to any other than to hia, 
her or their own uae and benefit. Of to Inoreoso 
the supply of water agreed tor with the Water 
Commissioner, or to wrongfully neglect or Ini. 
properly waato anoh water, 

3. Thatony person or persons guilty of an in- 
fraotlon of any of tho proviaiona of tho last pro" 
coding aoctioo shall, upon oonviotlon boforu 
any Juatioo of tho peace t}u(ore whom any pro. 
cotdinga may be tikun for the onforcement 
thereof, on the onth or atUrmatlon of any cred- 
ible witness, forfeit and p«y, ut tho discretion 
of ibo said justice convicting, a penalty not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars for each oirenco, 
together with tho cost of audi prosecution, or 
shall be imprisoned, at, tho diaorution of tho 
said iti.'itice convicting, for a term not exceed, 
lag tlireo calaudor moiitha, with or without 
hard lAl)or, and in default of paynifjiit of aaid 
line and cost.i forthwith it shall and may bo 
lawful for tho justice convicting; as afore- 
said to i.Hsue a warran: under hat.(i and 
seal, to levy tlio said penalty anil costs, or costs 
only by distress and sale of t he oH'cnder's, or 
otlenriera' goods and chattels; and In case of 
no tudlclent dlatresi to satisfy the said pen alty 
and costs, it shall, and may be lawful for the 
justice convicting as aforesaid, to commit tho 
oH'onder QrclTondepa to prison for any period 
not exceeding three calendar months unloaa 
the a:iid penalty and cosLs be ?oonor paid.

WHEREAS, In accordance with the provi- 
sions of tho Municipal Act, 1892, and amenda- 
tory Acta tlieroto, tho Conned is ompoworcd to 
mako, alter and repeal by-laws inter alia to 
licunso, regulate and govern hawkers and ped- 
dlers in such manner as may be deemed ex- 
pedient. 

Therefore, the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows 

1. Tho Hawkers and Peddlora Numbering 
By-law, lS!):i (No. ISG), la hereby repealed, and 
tho following by-law substituted therefor : 

2. Kvory Hawker or Peddler hawking or 
peddling within tho limlta ot tho C.ty ot Vic- 
toria shall pay a license fee of $20 for every six 
months, as provided by the Revenue By-law, 
1893. 

3. Kvery Hawker or Pfddlor licensed under 
tho Rovenuo By-law, 1893, shall at tUe time of 
the issue of his llcenso receive from tho Col- 
lector a plato bearing a number, which shall 
be alllxed on a prominent p'ace on tho outside 
ot his wagon, cart or othor vohlolo or basket, 
or other receptacle for carrying or conveying 
bis good', wiroH or morcbandiao, and said 
plate ahall lemain thereon during tho period 
tor which tho Ucenao la granted, or in caae 
more than ono baakot or other receptacle is 
carried by tho licensee, then tho plato shall bo 
attached to ono of auch baskets or other re- 
ceptacloa, and such plato shall bo ralurned to 
the Collec or at the expiration of tho term of 
tho liconao, and may he reissued by him.

FEDERATED WOOD WOitKERS. 

Auatrliin I'nlon I'liiible Much Lont'er to Jliiln- 
liilii the .Strike for back of funds, 

Vienna, June o — The Federated Union 
of Wood Workers of Austria, through 

its executive committee, today mailed 
to the Federation of Labor, the Knights 
of Labor, and other trades organiz- 
ations in the United States, an earnest 
appeal for aid to maintain their 
strike, which ia now on in that 
trade. The appeal saya that from the 10th 
of April all tho carpenters, joiners and 
woodworkers generally of the country, wont 
out on strike. Up to May '21, ll.S em- 
ployers had conceded all tho demands 
of tho men, but tho employfr.-) of 15,000 more 
are etill obatinato, and thia number will 
continue the airike indefinitely. Tho strike 
fund of the Federation (f.SO.OOO) |i:ia been 
ixhiiuBted, and hence the CDnimiltce is com- 
pelled to a]>peiil to the luiioniats of tho 
world, including 'he United Statea, for 
a helping hand, and for moral and materiiil 
Hupport. At the aarno tlmo the committee 
deairea it to bo understood that it ia willing 
to refund any aums that iiuy bo ad- 
V meed juRt aa aoon as poaaible 
after the strike ia over. The letter 
cmoludes " W o have to fight a strong coal- 
ition of einployera and our movement is just 
on tho eve of defeat unless we got tho sup- 
port so urgently needed. Wo therefore 
appeal to all workers to support us in our 
airugglo for bettering the condition of labor 
for wood workers and to show our omployera 
that the international organization of work- 
ers is not an empty phrase. Our demands 
are : Flrat, an eight-hour day in a'l ahops ; 
second, the abolition of piecework ; third, 
minimum weekly wagea of $4 16 (American 
money) without a deduction for holidays ; 
fourth, a general holiday on the first of each 
month."
